With the French Armies in the Field, July 20. 


—The Germans, retreating before the Franco- 
American attack, south of the Marne, are retiring 
north across the river. The allies are slowly driv- 
ing them back. 


Paris, July 20.—4:05—French and American 


troops are nearing the highway from Chateau 
Thierry to Rheims. It is apparent they will soon 
force the Germans to recross the Marne. 


Despite furious fighting, the French are cling- 


ing to the suburbs of Soissons. The offensive has 
already resulted in sapping the German offensive. 


Washington, July 20. — Franco-American 


forces have penetrated the German line to a max- 
imum of J 0 miles in their offensive on the Aisne- 
Marne front, Chief of Staff March revealed today. 
The average penetration on the whole front is 
about-sevetrmiles.- Nearlyf-70,000 «etua4 fight- 
ing men are engaged in the main drive. The latest 
dispatches declared the fighting was progressing 
and reported capture of a large number of guns 
and men.
